Sommers and I had often plan- 
ned an elk hunt. Every season 
found us in the woods for deer, 
but for one reason or the other 
th« elk hunt was always deferr- 
ed It was after I had moved 
to Buthem Idaho, separating us 
by 600 or 700 miles— seemingly 
to end our hunting excursions to- 
gether— that the plans of our 
elk hunt were realized. 

I had never been in southern 
Idaho before, and knew nothing 
of the country, but who would 
disapprove of a few well-known 
presumptions in organizing an 
elk hunt— especially the maiden 
stunt? I knew it waa.a perfect- 
ly justifiable and Christian act, 
so I studied the map and treated 
Sommers to a hand-drawing of 
the country to make the proposi- 
tion sound feasible. I mapped 
out the national park lines, riv- 
ers, railroads, towns and droves 
of elk feeding leisurely outside 
the park limits.
